JACKSONVILLE. Fla., Nov. 21. 
(P)—Grieftorn by the recent death 
of her husband, Mrs. Louise Turck 
Stanton, daughter of a prominent fam- 
ily and Junior League leader, took off 
in a borrowed airplane this morning 
and was believed to have headed east- 
ward over the Atlantic. 

There was a four-hour gasoline sup- 
ply in the plane's tanks, airport at- 
tendants said, and she was unreported 
tonight—hours after the last of the 
fuel should have been sucked into the 
motor. 

“I’m just going out into space to 
find out what it’s all about, and if 
there isn't anything—that's o, k., too,’ 
ahe wrote to Bert Maloney, manager 
#@f the airport and a friend. 

“I'll be at sea and you can count 
on me, the job will be thorough,” she 
warned. “I don’t want any wreckage 
found.”

Treasury Aid Resigns 


on Inflation 


O. M. W. Sprague Charges Roosevelt Gold 
Policy Is Imperilling Government Credit 
and Leading to Fiat Money. 


Professor O. M. W. Sprague, execu- 
tive assistant to the secretary of the 
treasury and an outstanding advocate 
of “hard money,” resigned today and 
wrote a letter to President Roosevelt 
denouncing the administration's dol- 
lar devaluation program. 

He said the gold policy threatened 
a “complete breakdown of the credit 
of the government.” Sprague’s resig- 
nation is the fourth «change at the 
treasury in a week. Secretary Wood- 
i took a leave of absence; Dean 
Acheson resigned as Woodin’s assist- 
ant, and Henry Morgenthau Jr. was 
appointed to Acheson’s post. 

It came on the day a magazine of 
wide national circulation printed a 
pointed criticism of inflation by Ber- 
nard Baruch, until last summer a 
close advisor of the president. 

Thus the battle lines were drawn 
sharply between the advocates of a 
so-called sound currency and_ the 
group headed by Morgenthau, which 
is in sympathy with Mr. Roosevelt's 
attempt to raise domestic commodity 
prices by beating down the value of 
the dollar on _ international  ex- 
changes. 

“I’m surprised that it didn’t take 
place earlier,” said Morgenthau when 
informed of Sprague’s resignation. 
“I don’t agree with his economic the- 
ories.” 

Sprague, in his letter to Roosevelt, 
revealed he had been pushed to the 
background in the formulation of the 
recent financial policies of the admin-

istration, and he said “I have now 
reached the conclusion that there is 
no defense from a drift into unre- 
strained. inflation’ other than an 
aroused and organized public opinion.” 

Mr. Roosevelt studied economics 
under Sprague in Harvard, and re- 
cently he brought the professor to this 
country as an adviser in monetary 
matters. 

Sprague was tempted away from 
a lucrative position with the Bank 
of England last April when the ad- 
ministration was looking for addi- 
tional talent for its brain trust. 

Sprague said that he would in the 
near future write a series of syndi- 
cated news articles in an effort to 
“sell” his economic views to the 
country. 

Sprague, despite the pointed criti- 
cism of the administration in his let- 
ter of resignation, was in a _ jovial 
mood as he announced his resigna- 
tion to newspapermen in his treasury 
department office, directly under 
Morgenthau’s office. 

Whether or not a successor would 
be appointed for Sprague’s office was 
unknown tonight and Morgenthau, 
when asked whether Professor George 
F. Warren, sponsor cf the gold plan, 
would succeed him, he said Warren 
would . probably “continue to teach 
classes.” 

Sprague revealed he had presented 
his letter of resignation to President 
Roosevelt last Thursday, but later de- 
cided to withhold the matter for a 
more auspicious moment.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. il 
Despite a probable temporary increase 
in this year’s exports, a further de-

Election of bishops quadrennially, 
with re-election not barred; changing

law. 

Heated debate is expected when the 
memorials are presented for confirma- 
tion. Legislation suggested is extreme- 
ly drastic. It is declared that a large 
portion of this annual conference will 
oppose each and all the proposed en- 
actments. 

Finances Are Decreasing. 

Readjustment of the chureh finan- 
cial program will be a feature of the 
session. Steadily for the past several 
years financial support has been de- 
creasing, especially with references to 
benevolences. The payment of 38.75 
per cent on the assessments last year 
will likely be repeated this year, it was 
said, 

In view of this, effort will be made 
to have the general conference base 
the amounts asked for benevolences 
on the amount paid in this year, and 
that they be increased 10 per cent 
each year following for the next four 
years. And announcement has been 
made that a proposal will be submit- 
ted to the general conference asking 
that Methodist ministers’ salaries bé 
equalized. 

Widespread concern is said to be 
manifested in the pastors’ appoint- 
ments this year. Seven men have died 
during the year, some four or five 
will likely superannuate at this con- 
ference, three men have already trans- 
ferred out of the conference. All thess 
features add to the complexities of 


the situation, It was said that no tew' 


presiding elders are to be named this 
year, as no elder has served his four- 
year time limit. 

A feature. of the first conference 
session tonight will be the anniver- 
sary of the Widows’ and Orphans’ Aid 
Association. Rev. <A. J. Sears, of 
Jonesboro, president for many years, 
will be unable to attend, on account 
of illness.

Hugh 8S. Johnson informed report- 
ers of this today, at the same time 
Saying he intended a cleanup of a 
great number of pressing affairs be- 
fore going to Georgia, Thursday, for 
a conference -with President Roose- 
velt and a speech in Atlanta. 

Johnson expects to take the newspa- 
per and motion picture codes, togeth- 
er with possibly eight or ten more, 
down to Warm Springs for presi- 
dential approval.

He hopes to have NRA fix the ex- 
tent of mark-up or labor allowance 
provided for in the minimum price 
clause of the retail drug code, but 
not for general retail trade, since the 
latter has not requested action. 

In answer to questions, Johnson 
said that, so far as he knew, he would 
not meet Henry Ford at the Warm 
Springs presidential cottage, as ru- 
mored persistently in recent days, 

A further point disclosed by John- 
Gon was that, after the president’s 
volunteer re-employment agreements 
expire, employers not under codes will 
be expected to maintain the agreement 
terms if they want to keep their Blue 
Eagles. He did not suggest any ad- 
ministration pressure to dissuade the 
non-coded from taking the Eagles 
down. 

The expectation now is that half the 
industrial groupings of the country, 
including virtually all the important 
ones, will be under codes by the end 
of the year.

THE RATE ROUNDUP. 

Announcement of a new sched- 
ule of reduced passenger fares by 
the Southern Railway and the Sea- 
board makes unanimous the decision 
of the railroads of the southeast to 
meet competitive rate conditions 
with competitive rates. 

The 1.5-cent-per-mile 
coaches, announced Monday by the 
Southern and met Tuesday by the 


rate in 


Seaboard, instead of the 3.6-cent 
prevailing heretofore, and a 3-cent-a- 


mile fare in Pullmans, with the 
abolition of the abominable sur- 
charge, will revolutionize transpor- 
tation conditions in the territory 
served by the Southern’s 8,000- 
mile system. 

The other large systems of the 
south announced some time ago a 
2-cent coach fare and a 3-cent fare 
in Pullman coaches, also with the 
discontinuance of the Pullman sur- 
charge. Thus the fares in Pullman 
cars on all southern roads will be 
the same, while the Southern’s day- 
coach rate will be a half cent a 
mile lower. Competing lines will, 
of course, meet it. In announcing 
the new rate of a cent-and-a-half 
per mile, the Southern stresses that 
it is not to be interpreted as be- 
ing a step in a rate war with com- 
peting railroads, but that it was 
adopted because it is already in ef- 
fect in a considerable portion of 
the mileage of the system. 

The western railroads realized 
the wisdom of reduced rates many 
months ago, and with the adoption 
of the new schedule of rates by 
the southern railroads only those of 
the east are holding back from an 
obviously necessary step if they are 
to meet successfully the competi- 


tion which has made such inroads | 
into their business in the last few | 


in

SPEEDING HOME RELIEF. 

The prospects are that under the 
leadership of John H. Fahey, new 
chairman of the Home Loan bank 


| board, and as such head of the 


Home Owners’ Loan  Corpora- 
tion, new life and activity will be 
put into these two federal organi- 
zations established for the relief of 
distressed home owners and to en- 
courage home building. 

Granting the necessity for an or- 
ganization period for the various 
branches of these two relief cor- 
porations, it still remains that their 
efforts have lagged—in some de- 
gree due to a lack of a firm policy 
on the part of the board at Wash- 
ington, and in other instances be- 
cause of inefficient local officials. 


Despite the fact that the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation has been 
functioning for more than four 
months, its latest reports reveal 
that there are several states in 
which not a single loan has been 
made and several others in which 
only a negligible number of dis- 
tressed home owners have been 
given relief. 

Whatever has been the cause of 
the slowness with which these or- 
ganizations have gotten under way 
—whether the trouble has been in- 
efficiency, over-great caution or the 
lack of a proper physical set-up— 
the mgnner in which Mr. Fahey has 
taken hold, and his evident pur- 
pose to have the two organizations 
under his direction render the 
widest service as quickly as pos- 
sible, is encouraging. 

Mr. Fahey is eminently qualified 
for his present duties by a busi- 
ness experience of many years dur- 
ing which he has demonstrated his 
ability as an executive.

After issuing the 
Thanksgiving Day proclamation he 
went for a plunge in the open-air 
pool and this afternoon drove about 
the Warm Springs Foundation 
grounds with Joseph M. Schenck 
president of the United Artists, and 
his secretary, Stephen T. Early.

The AAA said 65 per cent of the | 
milk’ in Atlanta was sold to con-' 
sumers and stores by producer-distrib- 
utors—dairymen who produce the milk 
and sell it to consumers. Of the re- 
maining 35 per cent sold by commer- 


cent is wholesale trade and 20 per 
cent delivered retail. In areas outside 
the Atlanta area the producer-distrib- 
utor percentage was said to be even 


greater. 
Milk Board Created. 

The contracting associations in the 
first signature of the agreement were 
the Georgia Milk Producers’ Confed- 
eration, Georgia-Carolina Wholesale 
Milk Producers; Bibb County Co-oper- 
ative Dairy Association, and the fol- 
lowing producer-distributor associa- 
tions: Georgia-Carolina Retail Milk 
Producers. Pure Milk Association. 
Georgia Pure Milk League, Wells’ 
Dairy and Aiken Retail Milk Pro- 
ducers. 

Fred T. Bridges, of Atlanta, of the 
Georgia department of agriculture, 
directed representatives of the indus- 
try in framing the agreement. 

A milk board of five members will 
be created, composed of two. members 
each from producers’ units and dis- 
tributors’ organizations, and the fifth, 
representing the public, to be seleet- 
ed by the first four. A dairy council 
for Atlanta will be established, with 
24 members, six each representing the 
producers’ organizations, producer-dis- 
tributor associations, commercial deal 
ers and consumers. Other adjacent 
areas will set up similar units. 

The dairy council, which will ad- 
minister the agreement, is to be fi- 
nanced through equal payments of one 
cent per 100 pounds of milk sold by 
members of producers’ units, producer- 
distributors’ associations, producers 
not members of any association, and 
from the commercial distributors. 

Dairy interests on the market agree 
to set up an agency to receive com- 
plaints, adjust disputes, issue warn- 
ings and make findings of fact under 
the agricultural adjustment act. The 
secretary of agriculture may terminate 
the agreement on 24 hours’ notice or 
upon request of 75 per cent of either 
the contrasting producers or distrib- 
utors. .

When a government announces 
its determination to depreciate its own 
currency, it can certainly accomplish 
that result, and without the necessity 
of acquiring any considerable amounts 
ef gold in other countries since no 
sensible person will desire in such 
circumstances to acquire more of the 
currency. . « . 

“Finally, and of overshadowing 
importance, the present policy threat- 
ens a complete breakdown of the 
credit of the government. The re- 
covery program involves expenditures 
far in excess of current revenues. Cer- 
tainly as much as $2,000,000,000 miist 
be borrowed during the remainder of 
the fiscal year. 

“Bonds, including government bonds, 
are an unsatisfactory investment at a 
time when a government is determined 
to depreciate its currency. Already 
many issues of government securities 
have dropped below par, including 
the issue which was brought out in 
October. I believe you are faced 
with the alternative either of giving 
up the present policy or of the meet- 
ing of government expenditures with 
additional paper money. You will 
then no doubt secure a rise in prices 
for you will be faced with the de- 
struction of the currency, already 
manifest in a growing flight from the 
dollar but extending into a frantic 
desire to hold anything other than 
currency or securities yielding a fixed 
interest return... .”

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 21.—(4)—

With Data on Stratosphere 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(?)— 
A much bedraggled but smiling Lieu- 
tenant Commander T. G. W. Settle 
climbed out of an unannounced coast 
guard plane this afternoon and _re- 
ceiyed the congratulations of an im- 
provised welcoming committee at 
the naval air station for his stratos- 
phere flight. . 

His balloon landed in a New Jer- 
sey swamp last night. Settle had 
hurried to Washington to see his 
mother, Mrs. Joseph A; Settle. and 
attend to some business before return- 
ing to Akron, Ohio, tomorrow.

THRILL OF LANDING EQUALS 
THAT OF SOARING—SETTLE 
BRIDGETON, N. J., Nav. 21.— 

(®)—The achievement of an American 

stratosphere record had no «more 

thrills to it than the safe landing of 

Lieutenant Commander T. G. W. Set- 

tle and Major C. L. Fordney, his co- 

pilot, who squashed to earth in the 
tidal marshes on the edge of Delaware 


bay. 

After their contact with the earth 
and while much of south Jersey 
searched woods and fields, the two bal- 
loonists slept peacefully wrapped in- 
the folds of the great gas bag that 
had carried them to new heights. 

They came down in total darkness, 
eight miles southwest of Bridgeton 
perilously close to the wide expanse 
of Delaware bay at 5:50 p.m., yes- 
terday only to find themselves ma- 
rooned by the tidal water. They made 
the best of it after reconnoitering and 
let the world wait until dawn showed 
them the way out. 

Commander Settle said he knew 
where he was and rather than take a 
chance of crossing the bay with his 
diminishing gas, he pulled the rip 
panel and down they came. 

As they struck the ground Major 
Fordney, who was leaning out of the 
port, was jolted out of the gondola 
into the oozy mud and got a wetting. 
Commander Settle bumped his head 
against one of the instruments in the 
gondola and today showed a slight 
scratch, 


Commander Settle said they reach- 
ed their greatest altitude, which they 
figured was 59,000 feet, over McCon- 
nelisburg, Pa., which, incidentally, is 
one of the highest spots «in southern 
Pennsylvania. 

“T never felt better and I never had 
a better night’s sleep,” he said. 

At sun-up today Settle stayed with 
the balloon while Fordney floundered 
to dry land and trudged to the farm- 
house of Samuel N. Johnson, two 
miles away, to let the world know 
they were safe. The Johnsons gave 
him breakfast and prepared some food 
for Commander Settle, which included 
hot coffee, the first drink the com- 
mander had taken since he had left 
Akron Ohio, 24 hours before. 

Settle turned over to Professor R. 
J. Stephenson of the University of 
Chicago. the _ scientifie equipment 
which they had taken aloft. 

“IT hope we brought back something 
worth while for you,” he said as he 
handed them over.

He is from Holland, ‘Michigan, where the principal products 
are furnaces and tulips. Which is, | submit, a rare old combina- 
tion. If one goes tip-toeing through the tulips at Holland one 
is very likely to stub his toe on a furnace. : 

He is, like most of the inhabitants of Holland, a big 
tall guy with the build of a heavyweight fighter. And 
Holland, which was settled by pioneers from the old 
country, is still occupied by a people, some 90 per cent 
of whom trace their ancestry back to Holland... 
Herman Jerome Stegeman is the subject. He happens to 

be athletic director at the University of Georgia. And is one of 

the most unusual personalities in the southern sporting pages. 

Stegeman was a good prep school athlete. He went 
to the University of Chicago in 1912 and fmished in 

* 1916, which proves that he applied himself with dili- 
gence to his books. 

At Chicago he was an athlete who established a reputation 
for versatility and capability. He played end on the football 
team and was one of the best Chicago ever had. Alonzo Stagg, 
“the grand old man of the Midway,” who coachéd at Chicago 
for 30 years, was especially fond of ‘‘Steg.” 

He ran on the track team and was a member of a 
relay. team which broke the world’s record after one of 
the men had fallen down. The record didn’t count be- 
cause when the man fell he broke the baton and the suc- 
ceeding runners could only touch hands. 

He played around a bit with college boxing and. swimming. 
And he was one of the better basketball players in the mid-west. 


RECORD ENDURANCE. 
During the war he was an officer in charge of recreation 


work. 


% 


It was while he was stationed on the Gulf coast that 
he set a record for endurance. His twin children, a boy 
and a girl, were born one morning about 4 o’clock at 
a hospital. He spent the night there until he was per- 
mitted to look at the twins and then caught a 5 o’clock 
trolley and went out to the camp to give calesthenics to 
about 3,000 soldiers. 
It was the day of the big field day. That morning he 
refereed and acted as master of ceremonies for a regatta. There 
were dozens of races. He then pulled an oar in one of the 


races. 

After the morning regatta he managed a large field 
day with individual races and field events. Following 
this he caught a baseball game and made two hits. 

In the afternoon he played a full football game at the full- 
back position. He scored two touchdowns, one after a run of 
90 yards. 

In the evening he refereed nine boxing matches 
which were not finished up until midnight. When all his 
chores were done it was time to start back to the field to 
give the next morning’s calesthenics. 

I doubt if all the annals of sport contain the record of this 
much endurance. It was impossible for him to get back to see 
his children for almost three days. When he did get'there he. 
found the mother almost in tears, fearing he had decided to 
leave because he was the father of twins. 

There is a punch in either hand. And he still uses 
them if the necessity arises. But he is wonderfully 
patient. He has, I think, the most guileless manner im- 
aginable but he is master of the use of sarcasm when he 
chooses to be. And when he chooses it is like strong 
drink in that it stingeth like an adder and: biteth like a 
serpent. He will not, however, use it unless badgered 
and irritated nigh unto death. : 


He can, | think, dispose of some conversational or arguing | 


pest with an ease and a felicity that is none the less destructive 
because of its insouciant ease. He usually leads the pest on, 
disarming him completely, and then literally sears and blows 
him from the earth with words which are all the more burning 
because of the previous disarmament. 


A HERO.TO HIS KIDS. 

He is a hero to his kids and no kids ever had a better one. 
Because he has set them an example of frankness, honesty and 
sincerity and decent living. : 

The twins are a boy and a girl. And the third child 

is a daughter. He usually drives to get them when 

school is out. 

He smokes either pipe, cigar. or cigaret but prefers a pipe. 
He is very much of a stoic in times of stress. ‘He sits with ‘his 
pipe clenched between teeth and may even hum under his 
breath. He is, however, very emotional but rarely shows it. 
He is largely responsible for the great schedules which have 
given Georgia football national recognition. 

His friends‘rate him as a terrible automobile driver. 

He drapes himself comfortably behind the wheel and 

often turns around to talk, giving the road a glance now 

and then to see that all is well. He gives passengers the 
jitters but has an absolute confidence in his ability to 
handle the car. 

His hair is Holland color. That is blond. His eyes are 
blue with a suggestion of steel in them. He likes to read and 
has a wide range of likes. His favorite food is steak and 
chicken. He likes any dessert. His lunch is usually salad and 
sandwiches. 

He is a Strict disciplinarian. His job includes the position as 
dean of men. All student problems come to him. He manages 
them strictly and fairly. 

HAS HELD ALL COACHING JOBS. 

Before taking over the position of dean of men Stegeman 
was head football coach, track coach and basketball coach. 

Just after he 
was out of the army he took a basketball team to a 
South Carolina town.

Acting President William M. Walk- 
er, of the Cubs, announced today the 
long-sought deal had at last been con- 
summated. 

Probably no ball club pursued any 
player more insistently than the Cubs 
did Klein, who in six seasons with 
the Phillies compiled the life-time ma- 
jor league batting average of .369 and 
won the 1933 National league batting 
crown with a mark of , or 2; 
points higher than his closest rival. 

The late William Wrigley Jr. want- 
ed him badly and at one time was 
reported to have offered $150,000. in 
cash for a straight sale, only to meet 
with refusal. 

Both Koenig and Hendrick have 
been in the National and American 
leagues for years. Koenig, a veteran 
of only 29 years, was with the New 
York Yankees and Detroit and then 
went to the Missions in the Pacific 
Coast league in 1932. 

RECALLED. 

The Cubs recalled him and he was 
one of the big factors in the drive 
for the pennant, batting .353. Last 
season he didn’t play so frequently 
and his batting mark fell to .284. 
Hendrick, formerly with the Yankees,

The colossal fortune that her daugh- 
ter inherits today is estimated 
at $30,000,000. She owns a man- 
sion at No. 1 Seventy-eighth street, 
in New York, with a Fifth ave- 
nue frontage, valued at $1,000,000. 
the house being filled with priceless 
objects of art. Duke Farms, at Som- 
erville, N. J., embraces 5,000 acres 
and here she maintains enormous hot- 
houses in which to grow orchids. The 
stone-built Newport palace is called 
Rough Point, and commands a mar- 
velous view of the Atlantic ocean from 
a vantage point on the Rhode Island 
coast. She owns a home at Antibes, 
France, and a vast amount of acreage 
in North Carolina is included in the 
material possessions of the heiress. 

Educated in Macon. 

Mrs. Duke, her mother, attended 
the Branham school, in Macon, where 
she was a classmate of Mrs. Frank 
Hawkins, and it was Mrs. Hawkins 
who first beheld two-weeks-old Doris 
Duke nestling in the arms of her 
mother, amid the splendor of the 
Seventy-eighth street mansion. 

Mrs. Duke was briught up under 
the influence and careful training of 
her mother, and inherited the social 
graces, breeding and savoir faire 
which have characterized they women 
of ber family for generations. 

At the age of 17 sane married Wil- 
liam H. Inman, scion of a prominent 
and wealthy Atlanta family. To them 
was born one son, Walker P. Inman, 
who is the devoted and cautious com- 
panion of his half-sister, whenever 
Doris Duke travels afar from the 
metropolis. As Mrs. Inman, she lived 
in the yellow brick residence on Peach- 
tree street, between Sixth and Seventh 
streets, which is a unit of a mortuary

Her home was the rendezvolis for 
the elite of Atlanta, and heréin she 
ruled as_ the gracious chatelaine. Mr. 
Inman was a brother of Mrs. James 
R. Gray and Mrs. Morris Brandon, 
socially prominent Atlantans. 

Tall and slender, graceful in car- 
riage. the possessor of shapely hands 
and feet, and persqnal magnetism, the 
former Mrs. Inman was greatly ad- 
in society here. Friends often 
speak of her wistful and expressive 
gray-blue eyes fringed with black 
lashes, her perfect features, raven 
tresses, and the texture and color of 
her velvety skin. Portrait painters 
went into eestasy over her beauty and 
begged for the privilege of transfer- 
ing her loveliness to canvas. Inti- 
mate friends could never decidé 
whether she locked her prettiest in 
street, afternoon or evening clothes, 
because she commanded their admira- 
tion in everything she “hose to wear.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—(UP)—A 
swift series of events today left the 
stock market frader in a confused 
state of mind as he attempted to diag- 
nose the circumstances in relations to 
stock prices. 

Primary importance before the op- 
erator tonight was resignation of Dr. 
O. M: W. Sprague from his post as 
special assistant to the secretary of 
the treasury and his criticism of the 
administration fiscal policy. Sprague 
Said he believed there was “no de- 
fénse from a drift into unrestrained 
inflation other than an aroused and 
organized public opinion.” 
CONCLUSIONS CONFLICT. 

That led to several conflicting con- 
clusions, namely: 

1—That greater inflation is coming 
and true to inflation precedents, 
ag and commodities will rise rap- 
idly. 

2—There has been a tendency to 

pay less attention to inflation talk 
lately and more to business, which 
might tend to bring a market similar 
- the rather listless performance to- 
day. 
_ 3—Sprague’s ware that “bonds, 
including government bonds, are an 
unsatisfactory. investment” might 
tend to further unnerve the trading 
public whose interest is so necessary 
before a rising market can get under- 
way. 

Most Wall Street operators were 
too taken back with Sprague’s frank- 
ness in «discussing his opposition to 
preseht governmental policies to at- 
tempt a hurried diagnosis, marketwise. 
But many believed it was the begin- 
ning of a more clear-cut inflationary 
provram. 

The dollar—which had been easier 
all day although showing a few rally- 
ing tendencies—slipped off a little aft- 
er. Sprague’s resignation was an- 
nounced, 

UNDERTONE GOOD. 

The ufdertone of the markets today 
was good. despite a weakness in re- 
peal stocks owing to the imminence 
of a $2 per gallon storage tax on 
whisky in Pennsylvania. The repeal 
weakness—extending. to more than 3 
noints—drifted to other sections of the 
list and the close was no better than 
irreguiar. Commodities moved nar- 
rowly. 

But behind the market were such 
encouraging factors as: 

Excellent strength in canning stocks, 
both continental and American touch- 
ing new 1983 peaks. 

Report from some statisticians that 
the fore part of 1934 will see dividend 
.resumptions and increases. 

An indication that rural buying is 
picking up; capital industry is show- 
ing a trade gain; automobile produc- 
tion is increasing; railroad car load- 
ings are showing an increase. 

A. P: Giannini said conditions ap- 
pear to be picking up all over the 
country, and he forecast a dividend 
soon for Transamerica Corporation.

Wasting a Trick Profitably

I recently diseussed a hand in which 
it was necessary to lose a trick in 
order that a squeeze position t 
be developed. On the very next day 
a hand was plazed in a duplicate 
game at Crockford’s Club, New York, 
in which this point is beautifully il- 
lustrated. 

Having 11 winning tricks, and need- 
ing 12 to e his slam contract, 
the declarer was forced to resort to 
a squeeze. In order to make this play 
effective he had to reduce both of 
his adversaries to a n@mber of cards 
insufficient to hold stoppers in all 
the suits he was seeking to establish, 
and so that they migh: not have an 
opportunity to make a waiting 


«{card, he had to lose a trick purposely 


early in the play. In doing this, he 
found a safety play, which, though it 
was unnecessary as it happened, forms 
an interesting secondary feature of 
the hand.

South reasoned on the bidding that 
West would hold the only high hearts 
after at most two rounds of them 
had been played, and that ast had 
the only diamonds which were higher 
than bis own eight. In this case each 
of them would have to hold at least 
one card in his suit, so that if the 
hand could be reduced to two cards 
in each rlayer’s hand, neither East 
nor West could retain more than one 
club, and the third small club in 
dummy would be a winning trick. 
This combinafion could not be develop- 
ed if East and West still ‘ad three 
cards each when South had run all 
of his winning tricks. 

It would have been possble, of 
course, to plan to win the ace of 
hearts, draw trumps and duck a round 
of diamonds to East, afterwards tak- 
ing the ace of diamonds and ruffing 
out two rounds of hearts, so that 
dummy would still have the eight but 
East would have no more hearts which 
might beat it. There was always the 
possibility, however, that West had 
held an eight-card heart suit, and that 
the first round of hearts would he 
ruffed. It was just as easy to duck 
this first trick and serve the double 
purpose of wasting a trick and guard- 
ing against the Ace of hearts’ being 
ruffed. So South ducked, -nd West 
shifted to a club. This was won by 
South’s Ace, and trumps were drawn, 
the ace of diamonds cashed, and an- 
other diamond in the South hand dis- 
carded on dummy’s ace of hearts. South 
now returned to his hand by enffing 
a heart, and led all his trumps out. 
Finally. West was forced to reduce 
his holding to ‘one club in order to 
keep a heart, and East was in the 
same predicament, lest South's eicht 
of diamonds be a winner. Dummy’s 
eight of clubs furnished the twelfth 
winning trick at the end.

‘COTTON GIN MAKERS 


HIT LABUR DEMANDS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(P)— 
Answering labor’s protest of the wage 
provisions of proposed code for cot- 


ton gin machinery manufacturers, 
representatives of the industry testi- 
fied today at a NRA hearing that pro- 
spective demands for gin machinery 
did not justify higher wages. 

The American Federation of "abor 
declared the wages. ranging from 20 
cents an hour for common labor to 
75 cents for certain classes of skilled 
labor, were unjust. 

In reply, George Woodruff, Conti- 
nental Gin Company, Birmingham, 
Ala., painted a dreary outlook for the 
industry, since the farm administra- 
tion is curtailing the American cot- 
ton crop. Woodruff pointed out that 
during the past five years the mini- 
mum wage for the lowest class of 
labor in the.industry had been as 
low as 12 1-2 to 15 cents an hour. 

The proposed code prescribes a 
maximum of 40 hours a week for la- 
bor in the industry. 

Sponsorer of the code is the Cot- 
ton Ginners’ Manufacturing Associa- 
tion, comprised of the Continental Gin 
Company, Birmingham; Cen-tennial 
Cotton Gin Company, Columbus, Ga.; 
Hardwick-Etter Company, Sherman, 
Texas: Gullett Gin Company, Amite, 
La.; Lummus Cotton Gin Company, 
Columbus, Ga., and Murray Company, 
Dallas, Texas. The association 
claimed to represent 100 per cent of 
manufacturers who make complete 
gin units.
